FO UND BY BURKE, 


Letter Tells of Senstor Who 


Rej ected $2,500 Offer to 
Vote for Lorimer. 


PLAN A SHORT VACATION. 


Investigation to Be Deferred 
That Prosecutor and Jury 
May Rest. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Springfield, III. June 9.—[{Special.]—A new 
trail of investigation into graft in the sena- 
torial election was opened up for State's At- 
torney Edmund Burke today by the receipt of 
a letter from e trustworthy man, personally 
known to him, telling of the offer of $2,500 
to a senator for hie vote for Lorimer. 

This senator, according to Mr. Burke’s in- 
formant, rejected the offer and did not vote 
for Lorimer, and is, therefore, willing to tell 


what he knows. 

In the same mail Mr. Burke received an 
anonymous letter containing evidence in an- 
other connection that is important, if it is 


found to be true. 

These are only two examples of a consid- 
erable correspondence that had been devel- 
oped since Mr. Burke secured the Holstiaw 
confession. Persons from all over the state 
have written to him telling of suggestive 
facts in their possession and urging the in- 
vestigation of many things. 


Official Cognizant of Facts. 

The author of the letter received today did 
not give the name of the senator to whom 
the bribe was offered, but did give as addi- 
tional evidence of his sincerity the name of 
another man, a public official also personal- 
ly known to Mr. Burke, whois also cognizant 
of the facts. He said they would be glad to 
give all the information in their possession 
to the prosecutor if they were sure their 
names would be kept secret. This Mr. Burke 
is willing to do. 

The full investigation of this matter, how- 
ever, as well as that of all other lines in the 
inquiry, wig go over until a week from 
Monday in order to allow the grand jury and 
the prosecutor to take a short vacation.

Otto Schweer, manager of the Beardstown 
Fish company, one of the collectors for the 
fish fund. 

Dan Yeck, a fisherman of Meredosia, who 
is said to have aided in gathering funds to 
kill the fish bill.

PUBLIC PAYS HIS SALARY. 


Still Frank D. Ayers Shows Much In- 
terest in Legislator’s Case. 


Frank D. Ayers, attorney for the board of 
election commissioners, was asked by THE 
TRIBUNE yesterday to explain his apparent 
interest in the trial of Lee O’Neil Browne 
for bribery in the election of William Lori- 
mer to the United States senate. Mr. Ayers 
admitted that he had been interesting him- 


‘self in the trial, but denied emphatically that 


his interest was any deeper than that of a 
persona) friend of Browne who felt curious 
to follow the development of the case. 

Incidentally Mr. Ayers expressed the opin- 
ion that the election commissioners were 
“double crossed” by his old friend Mr. 
Browne in conjunction with John Griffin, 
Ald. Michael (Hinky Dink) Kenna’s repre- 
sentative in the state legislature, when the 
election bills went into the committee on 
élections of the legislature. Mr. Ayers said 
he hadn’t any evidence of crookednesa, but 
that he considered the situation queer.“ 
He wouldn't say that he believed there was 
graft back of the defeat of the bills. 


Matter of Public Interest. 

The foregoing information by Mr. Ayers 
was given in response to inquiries which had 
their genesis in the fact that Mr. Ayers draws 
$5,000 a year from the public treasury for 
work which principally is that of purifying 
and safeguarding elections. The inquiry was 
on the theory that because of Mr. Ayers’ 
official position, it might be interesting to 
the public to have his apparent interest in 
the Browne case explained. 

„When Browne got into trouble I went over 
to the Briggs house to see him, and the con- 
versation tha@ took place was about like 
this,” said Mr. Ayers. 

„Lee I'm sorry to see you in this trouble 
I nope it isn’t true. If there is anything 
that I can do, let me know. I think you got 
into this trouble because of the way vou 
turned against your old friend down in 
Springfield on the elections bills.“ 

„ haven't been in communication with 
Browne’s lawyers, except to ask them some 
questions: I didn’t know about the move 
before Judge Scanlan until TL read it in the 


papers. 
Follows the Case Closely. 


“ When I was in court the attorney's chair 
in front of Browne was the only empty seat 
in the room. I slipped into it. On the side- 
walk I met Mr. Hanecy, and walked half a 
block with him from the courthouse. I in- 
ferred from what Mr. Hanecy said that they 
didn’t intend to do anything except go to 
trial. He talked of the point of law he had 
been arguing in court. He asked me what I 
thought of the federal point. I said: ‘It 
sounds good, but I don’t know whether there 
is anything in it or not.’ 

“I'm not in criminal law, but like any 
other man, if any of my old friends get into 
trouble, I go over to see them. I’ve fol- 
lowed the case closely, but I don’t know 
any more about it than the public does. 
Browne's lawyers haven't told me their plans 
and I haven't been in communication with 
them, except as I have stated.“ 


DELAY IN THE SENATE INQUIRY. 


Burrows Calls Off Meeting of Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections 
Scheduled for Saturday. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]—A 
hitch in the program for the senate investi- 
gation of the charges of bribery connected 
with the election of Senator Lorimer de- 
veloped today when Senator Burrows called 
off a projected meeting of his committee on 
privileges and elections scheduled for Sat- 
urday. The senator said his. daughter is ill 
in New York and that he had been called to 
her bedside. 

Just when there will be a meeting of the 
committee to consider the investigation is 
not known and there is e good deal of spec- 
ulation on what the committee will do when 
it does meet. It is understood that the speci- 
fications of the charges of bribery which, 
have been presented to the senate by Presi- 
dent Barnes of the Legislative Voters’ League 
of Illinois were disappointing to some sena- 
tors. They object that the specifications 
show neither that Senator Lorimer had 
knowledge of the bribery nor that e sufficient 
number of votes was changed by bribery 
to invalidate his election.

LIVELY QUEST FOR VOTES. 


Other Influential Interests Be- 
lieved to Have Aided Blond 
Boss’ Campaign. 


It was learned yesterday that State’s At- 
torney Wayman is in possession of facts 
which disclose new names in the coterie of 
influential men and interests which worked 
to elect Mr.. Lorimer to the United States 
senate. 

Some details of a short but Hvely campaign 
made among legislators of Rock Island, Mo- 
line, and neighboring towns by Patrick Walsh 
of Davenport, Ia., and John I. Hughes were 
given by Senator Frank A. Landed of Mo- 
line, who was conducted secretly before the 
regular Cook county grand jury Wednesday 
morning. 

Patrick Walsh is a wealthy contractor who 
formerly was connected with the contracting 
firm of Lorimer & Gallagher. Hughes is 
connected with the Federal Construction 
company, controlled by Lorimer, and also 
is a director in the new Lorimer bank. 

Assistant State's. Attorneys Marshall and 
Arnold conducted the examination of Sena- 
tor Landee before the inquisitorial body. 
Landee, who voted for Hopkins throughout 
the senatorial balloting in Springfield, denied 
money had been offered him to vote for Lor- 
imer, but admitted Hughes told him that 
federal patronage would be his for the asking 
if he supported the blond boss for senator. 


Tells of Hughes’ Proposition. 


“When did Mr. Hughes have this conver- 
sation with you concerning your vote for 
senator?’ he was asked. 

He came to my house the Sunday night 
preceding Senator Lorimer's election,” Mr. 
Landee replied. ‘‘I told him there was no 
federal patronage in Moline except the post- 
office and that the congressman always 
named the postmaster.’’ 

Did you ever tell any one money was 
offered you to vote for Lorimer?’ 

“I did not.” 

The witness said further that Hughes told 
him that certain Rock Island and Moline 
politicians and Mr. Walsh had sent him to 
interview Landee in behalf of Lorimer.. Lan- 
dee is said to have admitted he knew Walsh 
was in Moline at the time and that he 
thought it strange that a wealthy Towa con- 
tractor and a Democrat should be interested 
in sending Lorimer to the senate. 

Senator Landee said he was unable to give 


, any information as to the names of members 


of the syndicate who furnished any funds 
used to elect the junior senator. 


Influential Aid Is Given. 


The state’s attorney inquiry into this latest 
angle of the senatorial bribery scandal is said 
to have brought out other interesting details 
of the visit of Walsh and Hughes to the 
neighborhood of the manufacturing towns. 

The quest for Lorimer votes extended over 
a period of several days and assistance to the 
two Lorimer lieutenants on the ground was 
lent by powerful interests from a distance, 
it is said. Mysterious long distance tele- 
phone messages to men influential in the po- 
litical and commercial affairs of the district 
were an important factor in the endeavor to 
line up legislative votes for Lorimer in the 
Rock Island district. 

The representatives from the Thirty-third 
district, in which Senator Landee resides. 
are Thomas Campbell! of Rock Island, Frank 
E. Abbey of Biggsville. Republicans, and 
Henry L. Wheelan, Rock Island, Democrat. 

Representative Wheelan was called before 
the Cook county grand jury to testify in con- 
nection with the purchase of a house and lot 
which he made last fall, but was taken i!] 
before the inquiry was finished and has not 
been recalled. Campbell and Abbey were 
Hopkins adherents and voted for him to the 
last.

Not Surprised at Rebuff. 

“After a delay of forty minutes, at the door 
of the president's office, I was told that the 
president would not receive me. It is not 
surprising that he did not care to meet face 
to face any one who was instrumental in 
Dringing to light the desperate attempt to 
holster the administration case in the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot matter by manipulating pub- 
lic documents. If every one who is justly 
criticising the Taft administration is to be 
barred from the White House it will become 
a lonely place.“ 

Representative Goldfogle stated tonight, as 
bad Representative Kelliher today, that had 
he known Mr. Harrison was not to be re- 
ceived at the White House he also would 
have refused to go in. 


ASKS: TARIFF COMMISSION ACT. 


Statement Issued in Chicago by 
George W. Sheldon Is Plea for 
Scientific Investigation. 


The status of tariff commission legislation 
in Congress is brought to the attention of 
the public by a statement issued last night 
by John Candler Cobb, president of the 
National Tariff Commission association.

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 

In 1818 representatives of the United 
States and Great Britain met at Ghent 
and ffimed a treaty of peace. They 
agreed on an article which they thought 
would settle the fisheries controversy, 
They were confident in their innocence 
that they had used language so clear that 
no dispute could arise over the meaning, 
They provided that Americans “ should 
have forever in common with the sub- 
jects of his Britannic majesty the right 
to take fish of every kind” off certain 
specified parts of the Newfoundland and 
Labrador coasts and to dry and cure 
them at certain points. 

The treaty did not settle the fisheries 
question. For ninety-two years the two 
countries have wrangled over it at inter- 
vals. It has never led to a breach of the 
peace, but it might easily have done so. 
At this late day a tribunal now sitting 
at The Hague xs to determine the pre- 
cise significance of such words as “ like- 
ly” and “in common,” and settle for all 
time to come the rights of American 
fishermen. | 

The gist of the controversy is whether 
local laws passed by the Newfoundland 
legislature which impose restrictions on 
American rights amounting to an impair 
ment of them are or are not in violation 
of the treaty. When the senate refused . 
most unwisely, to ratify the reciprocity 
treaty with Newfoundland, that colony, 
being much enraged thereat, enacted laws 
designed to take from the American fish- 
ermen some privileges they had previously 
enjoyed. The British contention is that 
since those laws are enforced against the 
subjects of Great Britain, they take away 
no treaty rights. The Americans would 
remain on a common footing with the 
Britishers. The American contention is 
that the treaty contains no reservation af 


power to Great Britain to limit by mu- 


hicipal laws the privileges granted to 
Americans..

his father’s term of office as lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, he had been without any em- 
ployment, and wholly dependent upon an al- 
lowance of $5,000 a year, accorded to him by 
bis father. He attributed his debts to 
gambling, and the usurious rates of interest 
charged by professional money lenders. 

At the time of his appearance in court, 
it was expressly stated that his father and 
his relatives were not inclined to make any 
offer of settlement with his creditors, the 
idea probably being that in the position of 
an undischarged bankrupt he would be less 
likely to involve himself in any further 
difficulties. For, in the first place, it is prac- 
tically impossible for an undischarged bank- 
rupt to get money from professional usurers, 
while if he obtaing credit anywhere for an 
amount exceeding 6100 without making clear 
the fact that he is an undischarged bankrupt, 
he will render himself Mable to criminal 
prosecution, and to imprisonment at hard 
labor. 

Now, however, that he has become Viscount 
Chelsea, and next heir to the earldom of his 
father, who is over 70 years of age, and in 
feeble health, steps undoubtedly will be taken 
at once to obtain his discharge, by means of 
a compromise with his creditors, who are 
certain now, however, to show themselves 
much more exacting than they were at the 
time of hig bankruptcy three weeks ago.

Lord Cadogan has for a number of years 
had his steps dogged by misfortune. Two 
years ago he lost his son Arthur, Viscount 
Chelsea, father of the little boy who had just 
died. Before his death, however, Arthur had 
managed to involve himself in all sorts of 
scandals, of which the public obtained some 
inkling through legal proceedings between 
himself and a money lender of London, named 
Saunders, for a large amount, something like 
@ quarter of a million dollars. 

Then there was the affair in which the 
earl's brother was mixed up; the loss of 
his popular wife, to whom he was devoted; 
and the trouble with the most charming of 
his daughters. These and other matters 
have caused Lord Cadogan, always a reti- 
cent and serious man, to withdraw from poli- 
ties, from the turf, and from society, and to 
render him still more grave and silent than 
before. 

Lady n was a remarkable woman 
and it was entirely owing to her initiative 
that her husband converted the former slums 
of Chelsea, at one time the most poverty- | 
stricken district of London, into one of the 
most fashionable quarters of the Britisly 
metropolis, She was the life and soul of 
the Chelsea Reconstruction scheme, which ! 
in the seventh and eighth decades of the 
nineteenth century was in full blast; and 
which transformed her husband from a noble 
of average fortune to a peer of vast wealth. 

Moreover, as all the Chelsea land was sold 
vacant, ppon ninety-nine year leases, and 
has since been built up with street upon 
street and square upon square of the most 
costly houses and mansions in London, which 
on the expiration of the lease become the 
property of the ground landlord, the wealth 
of the house of Cadogan is bound, like that 
of the Dukes of Westminster, to steadily in- 
crease in gigantic strides as time goes by.

The Chelsea property, such as it was, came 
into the family through the marriage of the 
grandfather of the present car! to the heiress 
of Sir Hans Sloane, the eminent physician and 
scientist, whose coilection constituted the 
nucleus of what is now known as the British 
museum. ' 

Although the Cadogan peerage, that is to 
say, the present creation thereof, dates only 
from the time of the younger Pitt, at the 
close of the eighteenth century, yet the line- 
age of the family is extremely ancient. it 
having been founded by a Welsh Prince 
Fulys, who had a son named Cadogan. 

Lord Cadogan’s town houge is one of the 
finest in the British metropolis, and is famous 
for its marble statues, its great marble hall. 
and its stately marble staircase. It is of 
modern construction, but stands on the site 
of ‘an ancient mansion, which belonged in 
turn to Queen Catherine Parr, one of the 
consorts of King Henry VIII., te the Pro- 
tector Duke of Somerset of reformation 
times, and to Sir Hans Sloane. - 

At one time Queen Alexandra and her 
daughters were frequent visitors there, and 
on Derby day, when Edward VII., pricr to his 
accession, was wont to give his annua! ban- 
quet to his fellow members of the Jockey 
club, at Marlborough house, his consort and 
the young princesses always would proceed 
on that evening to dine with Lady Cadogan, 
whose dinner would be followed by a ball, at 
which she afterward would join them.

For two decades, indeed, the intimacy be- 
tween Queen Alexandra and Lady Cadogan 
was close, while Lady Cadogan's daughters 
were among the warmest friends of the sisters 

of King George. . 
But about fifteen years ago the Catilogans

In this playground the ama ll- 

est child can be brought by mother or guar- 

dian in absolute safety and assurance that 

it will be taken care of without any further 

solicitude until the time comes for its return 
me. 

There is a policeman to ward off harmful 
intruders, to see that order and decency are 
maintained, to eliminate all rowdyism, The 
commission provides a director at 
each ground, who devotes as much time as 
possible to the training and leadership of the 
children in gymnastics, calisthenica, and 
athietic sports. 

Of the fifteen playgrounds under control of 
the commission eight of them are situated ad- 
jacent to public schools, and seven of them 
are on land leased to the city for various 
terms, the general consideration being that 
the city assumes the payment of any taxes 
or special assessments that may be levied 
against fhe property. Six of the playground 
sites are on property owned by the city, 
three of which sites were gifts to the city, 
and two of the playgrounds are on land 
owned by the board of education adjoining 
public schools. 

The cost to the city last year on account 
of these leased sites wes $870; this year this 
expense amounts to $1,500. 

— 


The varied ownership of these municipal 
playground sites and the commission's meth- 
od of acquiring playgrounds suggest sev- 
eral ways in which other municipalities can 
initiate or extend their playground system. 

The first method adopted by the commis- 


sion nearly ten years ago was to escertain | 


the pieces of property owned by the city 


ground purposes and arrange with the ad- 
ministration for such use by discontinuing 
some other municipal use to which the land 
was being put. The latter arrangement was 
made by moving the department which hap- 
pened to be usiag the land or by removing 
certain unsightly and unprofitable residence 
buildings which the city happened to come 
into possession of. This method formed the 
nucleus of Chicago's present municipal sys- 
tem. 

The second method—that of obtaining the 


lease of land suitable for playground pur- | 
calwnd 


poses—hes been found to be economi 

comparatively easy to put in operation. In 
moat cases where the city obtained a lease of 
playground sites the commission was assisted 
by aldermen of the wards in which the sites | 
were located. They found the owner who 
wes disposed to make a lease of his prop- 
erty on condition that he would be relieved 
from payment of taxes or special assess- 
ments during the term of the lease and the 
proposition was submitted to the council for 
ratification. This arrangement is advan- 
tageous to the property owner from a mone- 
tary point of view and affords the city an 
opportunity to get a playground established 
without incurring a heavy initial expense in 
the purchase price of the leased land. 

The next method—that of obtaining, so- 
liciting, or accepting gifts of land from clubs, 
private citizens, and improvement associa- 
tions—is always to be recommended. It costs 
the city nothing for the land and the expense 
of improvement, equipment, and maintenance 
is the only one to be considered. 

The fourth method of establishing play- 
grounds is one which the commission has 
successfully adopted in two cases within the 
last year and is to be recommended to those 
municipalities which are restricted in their 
use of general corporate funds for playground 
purposes. This plan calls for cotperation 
between the city government and the board 
of education, It contemplates the purchase 
of land suitable for playground purposes by 
the board of education in connection with a 
public school building already erected or 
planned to be erected. 

With this prospective playground site as a 
foundation an arrangement should be made 
with the school trustees as was made by the 
special park commission to transfer control 
and possession of this vacant land to the 
authorities in charge of playgrounds. In 
Chicago the school board has fenced and 
furnished electric lights for these school land 
playgrounds.

Mr. Archer as a visitor to the south has 4 
double sympathy. He wishes for the negro all 
possible development, all the privileges the 
fifteenth amendment gave him. He is also 
mindful of the position of the white man, rich 
and poor. This double trial of the author's 
sympathy gives to this book its rare charm, 
makes it valuable both to white and black, to 
northern and southern. -In arriving at right 
notions of- the negro Mr. Archer interviewed 
Booker Washington, Mr. Du Bois, and other 
negro leaders. He visited the institutions dedl- 
cated to negro education, talked with negroes 
who had acquired fortunes, even entered the 
homes of the humbler classes. He reports 
amply their discussion of their disfranchise- 
ment in the south and the difficulty of —— 
tion with white labor. 

Mr. Archer also had an open ear for the 
old slaveholder of the south, who reminded 
him of the horrors of reconstruction, who told 
him there was no possible adjustment of the 
relations between the two races, except on the 
basis of white ascendency. The negro “ must 
keep his place,” and his place is servitude to 
the white. From the more liberal and benevo- 
lent type of southerner little hope was held out 


that any relation could exist between the de- 


scendants of old masters and the descendants of 
their slaves but tacit and even open antagonism. 
Horrible tales of the innate brutality of -the 
negro, his incapacity for skilled labor, his gen- 
eral undestrableness were poured into the ear 
of the sympathetic Englishman. 

And what is his conclusion? It is conservatively 
stated and modestly expressed and may be sum- 
marized thus: The two races are irreconcilable on 
every ground. The south is a White man's country. 


ne black man was brought to it and kept there 


by lack of foresight as to his increase and to 
his importance politically. His presence now is 
a menace socially and economically. The negro 
has practically made the poverty of the south 
by keeping out the skilled labor, which, as 
Mr. Archer says, is needed to develop one of 
the richest regions in the world. Only by an 
enormous expenditure of money and wise states- 
manship can ways and“ means be devised to 
care for this helpless class and do them no 
further wrong. Mr. Archer thinks that they 
might be given government land, induced to 
settle upon it, and live there somewhat as in 
a crown colony; but as for entertaining for a 
moment the idea of 3 — the races by 


crossing of bloods has thus far been found not to 
be a benefit to the black and to degrade the 
white. With all possible urbanity Mr. Archer 
concludes, while allowing ample justice to the 
Booker Washington and the Du Bois, the negro 
is the inferior race; and when he had studied 
the negro in Jamaica, where there is no conflict 
between black and white, although the white is 
a small minority, he seems to hint that the 
negro with scarcely any civilization is in his 
least troublous state.

‘Weather 1 Still Bad for Corn, 
Which Seores Rally; Firm 
Tone in Product. 


The average wheat trader was given a sur- 
prise yesterday, prices failing to break as ex- 
pected, following the government June fig- 
ures, which were considered bearish. First 
prices were a little lower, and for a large part 
of the session values hung nervously within 
@ narrow range, but later shorts became 
nervous, and their covering resulted in an- 
other late bulge. 

Final quotations were le higher. Most 
of the news of the day was disconcerting to 
the bears. Liverpool] closed %d higher aftér 
being lower early, while most of the conti- 
nental markets finished at a higher level, 
Berlin being the exception. The strength 
abroad, with the reports being. circulated 
that strong interests were loading up with 
the July wheat. and the fact that over night 
consideration of the government report had 
failed to find it as bearish on winter wheat 
as expected, all contributed to a firm tone. 


Shortage in Surplus States. 

The one strong point that the bulls make in 
regard to winter wheat is that the big short- 
age is all centered in the big surplus states, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, and Indiana having a promise of about 
51.000 000 bu lees than a year ago, while the 
increased prospects are in the commercially 
unimportant states. 

The territory directly tributary to Chi- 
cago, and the other principal winter wheet 
centers, is facing the prospect of a short 
crop, and, moreover, the harvest promises 
to be late. Consequently, while the yield 
may be even larger than now shows, the 
thrashing may be retarded to such an extent 
the wheat will be of little use to the short 
in Chicago July wheat.

REDUCTION IN IRON OUTPUT; 
Loc SITUATION IS QUIET. 


May Production Curtailed at Rate of 
3,250,000 Tons Annually—Another 
Good Week for Structural Steel. 


The reduction in the output of pig iron in 
May was close to estimates given out early 
in the month, there having been a decrease 
of about 3.000 tons per day. making the 
total reduction in output since the high daily 
record in February a little over 9,000 tons 
daily, or at the rate of about 3,250,000 tons 
annually. Current output is now at the rate 
of about 28,000,000 tons per year, or, with 
charcoal iron, about 28.500.000 tons. In Feb- 
ruary the daily rate of coke and anthracite 
iron was 85,600 tons of pig iron, and the an- 
nual rate of all kinds, including charcoal, 
was 31,300,000 tons. The total output in May | 
is estimated at about 2,400,000 tons, but some | 
furnaces blew in the latter part of the month,
